with significant items on Cuba when the events were not overshadowed by 
crucial developments in the normal sphere of 13th n ir Force activity — 
Southeast Asia. The necessity for unusual dissemination by the DCS/I 
was reduced by the substantial flow of Cuban intelligence available to 
military personnel in newspapers as soon as it reached this coaroand 
through military channels.
